For  example,  we  were  not  notified  about 
this  release  untit  9:30  AM  yesterday  morning  even  though  the  release  is 
reported  to  have  occurred  at  approximately  10:40  AM  the  day  before.  And 
the  first  notification  received  by  the  State  of  New  Mexico  came  from  an 
official  with  the  Southern  Ute  Tribe,  not  the  EPA. 

I hope  the  EPA  will  be  more  cooperative  and  forthcoming  moving  forward 
as  we  work  to  address  this  situation.
